ment in respect to the National 
Guard. The idea of federalizing the 
militia of the respective states, as is 
being done at the present time so as 
to convert them into a vast national 
army, was so abhorrent to the found- 
ers of this government that the Con- 
stitution would never have been 
adopted, unless it was clearly under- 
stood that such possibility had been 
provided against by the plain lan- 
guage of the Constitution. The sum 
arid substance of all the power that; 
the federal government is given over 
the state militia amounted to this: 


1. Congress may provide'for call- 


ing forth the militia: 


(a) to execute the laws of 


the Union; 


(b) to suppress insurrections; 
(c) to repel invasions. 


2. In order that the foregoing 


privilege conferred upon Congress 
may be of value, ib is permitted the 
Congress to provide for organizing, 
arming, and disciplining the militia, 
and when the militia is called into the 
service of the United States for the 
foregoing purposes, ,the Congress 
may provide for governing such por- 
tion of the militia—and only such 
portion of it as has been called into 
such service. 


To- the states, however, is expressly 


reserved the AUTHORITY for train- 


ing the militia| and the appointment 
of officers. (See sec. 8, Art I, Const, 
of the United States.) The specific 
reservation to the states of AU- 
THORITY respecting the training 
of the militia, and of selecting all 
officers for it was simply a precaution 
taken to avoid' the possibility of mis- "" 
understanding, for even in the ab- 
sence of such a provision all powers 
not given to the federal government 
over this or any other subject were 
reserved to the states respectively or 
to the people. 


Art. X of the Amendments to the 


Constitution provides: 


"All powers nob delegated to the 


United States-by the ^Constitution, 
nor prohibited by it to the states, are 
reserved to the states respectively 
or to the people." 


Art. IV, sec. 29, of the Constitution 


of the state of Wisconsin, provides: 


"The legislature shall determine i 


what persons shall constitute the 
militia of the state, and may provide 
for organizing and disciplining the 
same in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by law." 
Art. V, sec. 4, of the Constitution 


of^the state of Wisconsin, provides: 


'The Governor shall be the Com- 


mander-in-Chief of the military and 
naval forces of the state, r * * 
He shall * * * take care that the 
laws be, faithfully enforced. 


When Wisconsin was admitted into 


the Union with these provisions in 


her Constitution, the federal govern^:" 
ment becama "bound .in the moat' 
solemn manner to respect theJw pro- 
visions, incorporated M they were in 
the fundamental law of the state. 


The states were willing—In the 


'common interest, and for the;purely 
domestic purposes'of enforcing the 
laws of the Union, suppressing in- 
surrections, and repelling invasions, 
that the general government might 
call out the militia. BUT FOR ANY 
OTHER PURPOSES THAN THESE 
the government of the United States 
is ABSOLUTELY FOREIGN TO 
THE NATIONAL GUARD. But the 
right of the federal government to 
call upon the militia for the above 
purposes would be a barren right un- 
less some uniformity could be secured 
in the matter of organizing, arming, 
and disciplining the militia. 


Upon this point Curtis, in his Gon- 


v stitutional History of the United 


States, vol. 1, p. 527, after referring 
to some of the causes of the ineffici- 
ency of the militia as a military force 
in the Revolutionary War, says: . 


"BUT A FAR MORE POWERFUL 


CAUSE OF THEIR INEFFICIENCY 
LAY IN THE FACT'THAT THEY 
WERE NOT DISCIPLINED OR OR- 
GANIZED OR ARMED UPON ANY 
UNIFORM SYSTEM. A regiment of 
militia drawn from New Hampshire 
was a very different body from one 
drawn from New York; or Pennsyl- 


vmla, ot.New:- Jersey, or South Caro- 
lina.; ifee consequence was that, 
when these different forces were 
brought to act .together, there were 
often found in the same' campaign, 
and sometimes in the same engage-. 


"The necessity, therefore, for a 


UNIFORM SYSTEM of disciplining 
ment, portions of them in a very re- 
spectable state of discipline and 
equipment, and others in no state of 
discipline or equipment at all 
and arming/the militia was a thing 
well ascertained and understood at 
the time of the formation of the Con- 
stitution."

The right of the federal govern- 


ment, then, simply extended to sechar- 
ing uniformity in organizing, arming, 
and disciplining the militia, in order

The AUTHORITY 
for. .the training of the militia is withth* 
stated and not with the Congress, provid- 
ing only that if the state exercise its au- 
thority to train its militia, it must b»' 
ACCORDING to a uniform system pre- 
scribed by Congress. 


The Governor of the state, and"not tJto 


President, is the Commander-in-Chief of 
the militia in. time of peace, and In tint* 


. of war, except in case of an emergency 


above provided for, when some portion 
of it is called into the service of the gear 
eral government,-and then the President 
is for LIMITED PURPOSES, and for a 
LIMITED PERIOD of service given con- 
trol, only of such portion of the militia 
as may be actually in the service «f *h« 
federal government.

Federal Action Urg«s 
Final Report Of Paul 


E. Pressentin 


The sUta ha» gone through the 
past -winter without 
suflering or 
hardihlp due to a coal shortage, 
deipite the threatening aspects of 
the situation tlfaj; confronted 
tho 


Middle Wettem district at the op- 
ening of the winter, Paul E. Pres- 
sentin, secretary of the coal com- 
mittee reported today in announc- 
ing that tha work of the state 
body had been completed with the 
advent of spring. 


"Through the efforts of the state 


committee, 700 priority orders, af- 
fecting 600 car of coal, were issued 
to relieve coal shortages in com- 
munities of the state. This distri- 
bution through the cenral office, 
is reported to have been *o effect-, 
ive as. to'ihave averted the necessity 
for shut-downs in a single plant. 
"The unfortunate part about'the 


wnole question 
affecting 
coal, is 
that Wisconisn has no coal mines 
within its borders," Mr. Pressentin 
said in his report. "Bat the state 
is now, and always ba» ibeen, and 
always ^11 be, until tho federal 
government takes action, -in 
the 
hands and at the mercy of a clique 
of coal operators and mine owners 
in the, east, who up to the present 
time, have reigned supreme irre- 
spective of any attempt* to check 
them. 
. 
"If there i» to be «ny reduction 


in tha price paid to retail coal deal- 
ers, it must come through federal 
acion. I did not find during the 
course of the 1921 survey 
that 
there had been profiteering in 'coal 
by local retail dealers in Wisconsin 
and I am -well satisfied that ther« 
has been none this winter.'-' 


Having 
successfully 
gone 


through one winter that appeared 
to be fraught' -with 
considerable 


danger of a real shortage of coal 
supplies,' the state 
i« confronted 


with future problems of a like, na- 
ture, Mr. Pressantin said. He feels 
that the coming year may find an- 
oth* shortage in the supplies ot 
anthracites. 


"Our advice to the people of tne 
state is to Uuy fcard coal early this

scribe accordingly. If this measure had not been suffering with 
rickets since birth and therefore beyond the pale of useiul- 
.ness for any purpose, relief from demise might be sought by 
appealing to the chiropractic profession to give the bill an ad- 
justment.

A suffering medical bill does not elicit a tear of sympathy 


from chiropractors, however. In fact, the chiropractors are 
strenuously opposing through their legislative leader any fav- 
orable consideration of the Benfey bill. The fact is the chiro- 
practors refuse to be caught in a medical trap no matter how 
skillfully baited, so they are hoping to act as honorary pall- 
bearers while they trust to the legislature" to administer the 
strychnine that the Benfey bill deserves. 


The Assembly bill introduced by the Hon. Ethan B. Min- 


ier was constructed by chiropractors themselves, to. regulate 
their own profession and no other and primarily to preserve 
chiropractic as a science, separate arid distinct from ail sys- 
tems of treating the ills of sick people. If chiropractic, the sci- 
ence ever was 'sound theory and is to be perpetuated on a 
clean constructive basis, it never should be allied with or swal- 
lowed by any other nnet>od or system of treatment.

they copy men? Ida M. Tarbcll, 
author and lecturer, in a recent ad- 
dress in Providence, R. I., said 
that women can p«t much into pub- 
lic life that men have not, if they 
use the feminine talents with which 
they are inherently endowed and if 
they will be their natural selves. 


Dean F. Louvse Nardin says in 


answer to such a statement, "Of 
course, women should be their nat- 
ural selves, but in being so they 
should not attempt to throw over- 
boaijd a civilization which they find 
when they enter public life." 


"But 
women 
can undoubtedly 
contribute much that is new to pub- 
lic life," she 'continued. "Look at 
your self-government 
associations 


for women that lay down rules of 
conduct, and ideals. Where is 'there 
a men's organization on the campus 
similar 'to that'?" 


Dean Nardin expressed the opin-' 


ion that women's1 clubs were or- 
ganized .before men's and that the 
organization of the latter was more 
.for personal, advantage. 


"A 
social 'responsibility,": she 


said, "is the second contribution "of 
women. Women think more of giv- 
ing the cliild a chance than of pun- 
ishing- the one who has not had a- 
chance. .They have more thought 
for social welfare." 


The individual viewpoint-instead 


of that of the institution-is. the 
third addition of women ^ to .public 
affairs, according to . Mis» Nsrdin.

State Blind 
Alumni Ask 
Bureau Repeal 


(Statement Issued By Old 


f Students At The 


Janesville School 


T statement asking for the aboli- 


tion of the state bureau for 
the 


blind and the passage of the Ruf- 
fing bill by the legislature has been 
issued by the alumni association of 
the Wisconsin State School for the 
Blind at Janesville. The statement 
is signed by the executive commit- 
tee comprising Rev. C. C. Hulbert, 
Helen Tuttle, Mary O'Brien, C. A. 
Whitney and Mildred McFate and 
by the Ipgislative committee com- 
prising M. A. McGalloway, Adam 
Zepp and 
Frank 
Harmon. 
The 


statement follows: 
• "We are blind men and women of 
Wisconsin, graduates of the Wis- 
consin School for 
the Blind, and 


members of the executive'and legis- 
lative committees of the Alumni as- 
sociation of that institution. We 
are, therefore, much interested in 
two bills for the blind which are be- 
'f ore the legislature-^-one the , Ruf- 
fin.fr bill, which abolishes the state 
bureau for the care of the adult 
blind, and puts the administration 
of state pensions for the relief of 
tv -• blind in the hands of the county 
judge in all counties, except Mil- 
waukee county, and 
there 
in the 


hands of the county board. Anoth- 
er bill introduced by Assemblyman 
Dopp of Waukesha county, provides 
for the repeal of the'law -which es- 
tablishes the state bureau for the 
care of the adult blind, and .also the 
law which provides for a state field 
agent, and establishes in lieu there- 
of a state field agency as a depart- 
ment of the Wisconsin School for 
the Blind. We are asking the sup- 
port of these bills by our legislat- 
ors. 


The bureau was established two 


pears ago for the purpose of aiding 
he adult blind of the state. In its 
unctioning it has done anything 
iut aid the blind. Its administra- 
ion of the state pension law has 
ieen a travesty on justice, and an 
.bsolute detriment to the cause of 
he blind in Wisconsin. Local au- 
horities, we feel, know more about 
heir own needy blind than do state 
jfficials who live at a distance, and 
who rely on statistics and tabulated 
nformatior in the administration 
if relief. Such administration lacks 
ifcry quality of humane and sympa- 
Ketic treatment of those who need 
iuch aid. We arevery much in fa- 
'or of local authorities. One mern- 
>er of the bureau who has eeen its 
vorking is also in favor of the its 
bolition. The entire Alumni asso- 
ciation of the Wisconsin School for 
the Blind, its superintendent, and 
practically 95 per cent of the blind 
of the statn are against the bureau. 


"At a meeting of our Alumni as- 


sociation held last summer, resolu- 
tions were passed requesting the 
rovernor and the legislature to cen- 
.er all state activities pertaining to 
.he welfare of the blind at the Wis- 
consin School for the Blind. This is 
m institution established 
for the 


)lind, which keeps always in .close 
touch and in 
practical 
sympathy 


with the 
blind and- knows their 


needs; has already much of the ma- 
chinery in force for carrying out 
many of the functions such an ag- 
ency should have, and ia by far the 
most sensible, practical and econo- 
mic way of doing the work which 
we think should be done to assist 
the blind of this state. The effici- 
ency of this institution in every De- 
partment in which it has functioned 
cannot be questioned. 


"The blind.do not want the bu- 


reau. 
The blind want the pension 


administered by local 
authorities. 


The blind want all state activities 
for ths welfare of the blind centered, 
and administered from the Wiscon- 
sin School for the Blind."

some artist to Madison, to give a public 
paid concert. With the proceeds from 
the concert, if there are any, the club 
pays a director, who meets with them 
'•for rehearsal every Wednesday night,. 
and a'so any other incidental expenses 
which the club may have, i-i connection 
with its rehearsals and free concerts. 


This year the artist being brought by 


the club is one who is at the top in his 
profession—one who cannot be brought 
to Madison for the price paid to artists 
of mediocre ability. The support which 
is being given the club in its venture of 
bringing back to Madison the "greatest 
pianist of this generation", is gratifying. 
The Madison public is always quick to 
recognize musical genius, and Josef Lhe- 
vinne's concert here last year convinced 
the concert-going public that though 
much has been said and written about 
this master of the ivory keyboard, too 
much has not yet been said. 


Because the.University Gym does ;iot 


seem to be available for concerts given 
by organizations not affiliated with nor 


• under control of the director of the Uni- 
versity School of Music, the price of 
tickets for the Lhevinne concert are 
necessarily higher than they would have 
been, if the concert was given in this 
larger concert hall.

The Right of the State to Control the National Guard

clearly evidenced not only by the lan- 
guage of that document, but by the his- 
tory of the proceedings which led up tcr 
its adoption. The committee which pre- 
sented the first draft of this provision of 
the Constitution had made it read that 
the Congress should have power "to call 
forth the aid of the militia in order to ex- 
ecute the laws of the Union, ENFORCE 
TREATIES, suppress insurrections, and 
repel invasions." The provision for en- 
forcing ti-eaties was omitted in the final 
draft of the Constitution, because of the 
fear on the part of the states that this 
would empower the federal government 
to send the militia into foreign countries 
to enforce treaty provisions. (See Cur- 
tis' Constitutional History of the United 
States, vol. 1, p. 528). 


It is necessary to state and to empha- 


size these fundamental principles of our 
government because, during the last few 
years the militarists of this country, 
despairing of securing popular support 
for a program for a great standing army, 
have, in PLAIN VIOLATION of the Con- 
stitution of the United States and the 
Constitution of the state of Wisconsin, 
UNDERTAKEN TO CONVERT THE 
NATIONAL GUARD INTO A NATION- 
AL ARMY and to deprive the states of 
all substantial control over it. 


The federal legislation to accomplish 


this purpose began with the Act of Jan- 
uary 21, 1903, and culminated in the Act 
of June 4, 1920. Any bill which ^con- 
tained all of the provisions upon this sub- 
ject, now. found in the statutes of the 
United States, would have been instantly 
rejected. Indeed, no one could have been 
found with the temerity to have intro- 
duced such a bill either in the Senate or 
the House of Representatives. 


BUT LITTLE BY LITTLE, THROUGH 


CONGRESS AFTER CONGRESS, THE 
POWERS OF THE STATE TO CON- 
TROL ITS MILITIA HAVE BEEN IN- 
FRINGED, AND THE POWERS OF 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT OVER 
IT EXTENDED UNTIL TODAY THE 
FEDERAL 
STATUTES PRESCRIBE 


WHO SHALL CONSTITUTE THE MILI- 
TIA, BOTH ORGANIZED AND UNOR- 
GANIZED, 
FIX 
THE 
NUMBERS 


THEREOF, AND MAKE THEM SUB- 
JECT TO THE ORDERS OF THE PRES- 
IDENT FOR SERVICE IN ANY PART 
OF THE WORLD. 


The first section of the Act of January 


21, 1903, states who shall constitute the 
militia. 


Section 3 of that Act declares that the 


organized militia shall consist of those 
who participate in the annual appropria- 
tion made by section 1661 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States. 
- These ., provisions, 
amended 
and 


strengthened, remain as the present law, 
and are in CLEAR CONFLICT with the 
Constitution of the state of Wisconsin 
above quoted, and ARE UNAUTHOR- 
IZED by anything in the United States 
Constitution. 


The Act, of January 21,1§03,;in section 


4 thereof, provided that the President 
might call forth the militia for a stated 
period not.exceeding Tiine'TOonths for the 
express purposes stated in the Constitu- 
tion above mentioned. 
This provision 


was extended by the Act of May 27,1908 
in Motion 4^w follow*: 


"That whenever the President calls 


orth the organized militia of any state, 
erritory or the District of Columbia, to 


employed in the service of the United 


States, he may specify in his call the pe- 
riod for which such service is required, 


nd the militia so called shall continue to 
serve during the term so specified 


ITHER WITHIN OR WITHOUT THE 


TERRITORY 
OF 
THE 
UNITED 


STATES, unless sooner relieved by order 
of the President." . . 


Section 3 of the same Act puts the 


training of the militia, EVEN IN TIME 
OF PEACE, under the CONTROL OF 
THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


By the Act of June 3, 1916, reaffirmed 


n the Act of June 4, 1920 (see sec. 70 
thereof), the National Guardsman or 
member of the organized ''militia must 
enlist as a SOLDIER OF THE UNITED 
STATES, as well as of the state, and 
swear to obey the orders of the President, 
as.well as those of the Governor of his 
state. 


Section 74 of the latter Act prescribes 


certain classes from which the National 
Guard or organized militia must be se- 
lected. This is in FURTHER VIOLA- 
TION of the state constitution and the 
authority of the state. 


Section 6 of the Act of June 3, 1916, 


which still remains in force, provides 
that the number of -enlisted men" in" the 
National Guard shall be in the propor- 
tion of 200 such men for each senator and 
representative, and that this number 
shall be increased each year in the pro- 
portion of not less than 50. per cent "un- 
til a total PEACE STRENGTH of not 
less than 800 ENLISTED MEN for each 
senator and representative in Congress 
shall have been reached." 


There are 435 members in the House 


of Representatives, and. 96 members of 
the Senate. On this basis tbe enlisted 
men in the National Guard would number 
424,800. 


If Congress can require that the or- 


ganized militia of the state shall consist 
of the above number, it can provide that 
it shall consist of any number, however 
large. 


Section 111 of the Act of 1916, as 


amended by the Act approved June 4, 
1920, provides that when Congress shall 
have authorized the use of the armed 
land forces of the United States for any 
purpose requiring the use of troops in 
excess of those of the .regular army "the 
President may 
* * * DRAFT into 


the military service of the United States, 
to serve therein for the period of the war 
or emergency, unless sooner discharged, 
ANY AND ALL MEMBERS of the Na- 
tional Guard and .of the National Guard 
reserve.. All persons so drafted shall 
from the date of their draft'stand dis- 
charged from the militia," and shall be 
subject to the regulations of the army 
of the United States, etc. 


The officers of the .National Guard, 


when so federalized, are to be.appointed 
by the President, except that all officers 
with the rank of colonel or-above are to 
be appointed by the President wjth the 
advice and the consent of the Senate. 


i Here, then, is a COMPLETE SCHEME 


by which the National Guard or organ- 
ized militia of'the'states, as'a state ^instfr 
tution,' PROVIDED FOR IN THE CON- 
STITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES 
AND THE VARIOUS STATES, IS COM- 


Every 


ber of the National Guard may at a mo- 
ment's notice be withdrawn from the 
state by the federal, government. They 
may be sent for'service into any part of 
the world, officered as the federal au- 
thorities direct, not as the state constitu- 
tion provides, and for an unlimited pe- 
riod of service, without regard to their 
period of enlistment. 


The expense of this sort of militia or- 


ganization, of course, multiplies as the 
number of officers and men in military 
service increases. 


In 1914-15 the total federal expendi- 


ture for the National Guard was !j>3,858,- 
000; the total expenditure of the states 
for the National Guard'was $7,729,000. 
(See Hearings before the Committee on 
Military Affairs on H. R. 12766, 64th 
Congress, 1st session, vol. 2, p. 898). 


In 1922 the federal appropriation for 


the National Guard was UPWARD OF 
?25,000,000. 


While the framers of the Constitution 


wisely provided that appropriations of 
money to raise and support the army 
should not be for a longer term than two 
years, no such limitation is applicable to 
the militia clause of'the Constitution. 
So that appropriations for the upbuilding 
of the army through the militia clause 
may -be made in any amount, and for any 
length of time. 
The reason why the 


framers of the Constitution did not limit 
the expenditures that could be made un- 
der the militia clause of the Constitution 
was because they never imagined that 
any responsible Congress would seek to 
build up an army under" that provision. 
That is precisely, however, what has 
been, and is being done.
